Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. ClaimlO attempts to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for 
performing a specified fimction. However, since this language does not meet the analysis set 
forth in MPEP 2181, i.e. "means for" or "step for" is not being used, or no fimction is set forth, or 
too much structure is set forth, the Examiner assumes that applicant does not wish to invoke 
35USC112, paragraph 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tliis or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wywialowski et 
al.(US 2005/0247751). 

With regard to claim 6, Wywialowski discloses indirect fire device for fixing fasteners in 
a substrate material (2), comprising a piston (30) for driving a fastener (Fig. 6) movably mounted 
in a barrel and a plug guide(138) for guiding a fastener (12a) towards the substrate material (2), 
the device being adapted to receive a magazine (42) for receiving a strip of fasteners (12a) in 
order to introduce the fasteners one by one into the plug guide (138), each fastener being held in 
a sleeve (58) comprising shearable means (96, 97) for connection to another sleeve, wherein the 
plug guide (138) includes a zone as shown in Figures 6 and 7 having an enlarged section at the 
opening of the magazine leading into the plug guide (138). 

With regard to claim 7, Wywialowski's zone having an enlarged section has a circular 
section (see Fig. 7). 

With regard to claim 8, Wywialowski's sleeves (58) are connected together by means of 
bridges (96, 97), and the zone as shown in Figures 6 and 7 have an enlarged section including a 
diameter substantially equal to the diameter of the plug guide increased by the radial dimensions 
of a bridge. 

With regard to claim 9, Wywialowski's zone having an enlarged section extends axially 
over the length of a sleeve increased by the stroke of the plug guide for loading the device (see 
Figs. 6 and 7). 

With regard to claim 10, Wywialowski's enlarged zone section is connected by means of 
a truncated portion (a cone shaped portion Fig. 6 or 7)) to the remainder of the bore of the plug 
guide.
